West Coast Proposes 


A nother Experimental School 


Spokane, Wash. — (I P.) - Proposals for an experimental 
university such as Is already In operation at San Francisco 
State College and Stanford University are embodied In the brief 
prepared for the President’s Progress Committee and submitted 
to the Very Rev. John P. Leary, S. J., Gonzaga University 
president. 

Include: 


Stipulations In the proposal 

1. A minimum number of 
students must register for the 
course In their major. 

2. The course must be un¬ 
der the general area of cour¬ 
ses outlined In the catalogue. 

3. The Instructor recom¬ 
mended either by the students 
or the department must be qua¬ 
lified to teach the course and 
approved by the dean. 

The report stresses the 
point that since the students 


would be actually Involved In 
the selection of course matter 
and responsible for the crea¬ 
tion of the course, they would 
be more actively Involved in 
the course Itself. The main 
purpose of the proposal Is to 
set up a procedure by which the 
students may Initiate a cur¬ 
riculum.

These patients, mostly 
girls, are suffering from an 
affliction dubbed "stretch gar¬ 
ment dermatitis," a slightly 
red, scaly, 111-deflned rash 
caused by stretch garments that 
are too tight. 

The wide-spread use of Im¬ 
properly fitted stretch gar¬ 
ments over the past several 
years has brought an Increas¬ 
ing number of patients to 
dermatologists’ offices suf¬ 
fering from skin complaints. 
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Requirement Course Changes 
Considered By Stanford Profs 

Palo Alto, Calif. - (IP.) - Students entering Stanford 
University should have a greater variety of ways of meeting the 
requirements for general education, according to the sugges¬ 
tions of several professors at a faculty meeting of the School 


of Humanities and Sciences. 

Prof. Konrad B. Krauskopf, 
of Earth Sciences, said he felt 
the University no longer is 
justified In requiring all stu¬ 
dents to take courses both In 
biology and the physical scien¬ 
ces, either In high school or 
Stanford. 

IMPROVEMENTS in high 
school education since Sputnik 
have greatly Increased the ex¬ 
posure of students to these 
subjects, he explained. Stu¬ 
dents should have a freer 
choice of science courses at 
the university level. 

Appearing by Invitation, he 
also expressed the hope that 
Stanford could Institute a wider 
selection of science courses 
for the non-science major. 
These could cover the history 
of science, political Implica¬ 
tions, or the relationship be¬ 
tween science and engineer¬ 
ing, for example. 

“FORTY YEARS of talk¬ 
ing and writing on this subject 
have produced remarkably lit¬ 
tle factual Information,” he 
commented. “The only con¬ 
clusion I’ve reached Is that 
our freshman students cover 
a wide spectrum and It would 
be a great mistake to try to 
prescribe a single means for 
meeting their needs.” 

While most students would 
benefit from at least one course 
relating to science, he added, 
even this uniform requirement 
might be questioned In a few 
Individual instances. 

Other discussants raised 
questions about nearly all the 
general studies requirements. 
Philosophy Professor John D. 
Goheen suggested that a few en¬ 
tering students might be per¬ 
mitted to take Eastern Civili¬ 
zation Instead of Western Civ¬ 
ilization, for example, provid¬ 
ed appropriate ways could be 
found to meet state require¬ 
ments for education In the U.S. 
Constitution and California his¬ 
tory. 

PHYSICS Professor Leo¬ 
nard Schiff said that "straight 
department courses probably 
are not the best approach” 
for non-science majors, but 
emphasized the need to develop 
constructive alternatives, pos¬ 
sibly drawing from several dis¬ 
ciplines. 

Humanities and Sciences 
Dean Robert Sears said years 
of discussion about science 
courses for non-science ma¬ 
jors reflected a "great feel¬ 
ing of discontent” within the 
general studies committee. But 
lack of agreement on alterna¬ 
tives has delayed changes. In¬ 
stead of looking for one solu¬ 
tion, we probably have to look 
for several, Dean Sears com¬ 
mented. 

ENGLISH Professor Tho¬ 
mas Moser said "the unity of 
the freshman year we used to

Informal com¬ 
ments by several others ex¬ 
pressed hope that a more sim¬ 
plified system might be de¬ 
vised to supplant what one call¬ 
ed the "jerry-built structure” 
of course requirements.

The Vols, ranked In the top 
ten small college teams In the 
nation, rolled to their fourth 
straight victory when they de¬ 
feated the Jacksonville State 
Gamecocks 38 to 0 Saturday In 
Jacksonville, Alabama. 

THE VOLS won the toss and 
took the opening kickoff to start 
the game. But their opening 
drive was halted by a fumble 
which Jacksonville recovered. 
The Gamecocks found the go¬ 
ing rough against the tcxigh de¬ 
fensive unit of the Vols and 
were forced to punt four plays 
later. 


The ball changed hands 
twice, neither team being able 
to score, when Jax State took 
a Volunteer punt and moved the 
ball down to the 16-yard line. 
There the stout Vol defense 
held for three plays and on 
fourth down, linebacker BUI 
Powell Intercepted a Game¬ 
cock pass for the Verts. 

AT THIS point the Vols of¬ 
fensive unit began picking up 
momentum, but to no avail as 
a Vol pass was Intercepted 
and Jacksonville State took over 
as the first quarter ended Oto 0. 

The Vol defense promptly 


set the Gamecocks back for a 
loss of five yards In two plays 
and after knocking down a 
third-down pass forced the 
Gamecocks to punt again. 

THE VOLS began slashing 
away toward the opponents’ goal 
line but were stopped on the 
five by another Jax State 
Interception. 

Four plays later the Vol¬ 
unteers were at It again, via
